evident  misrepresentation;  nor  could 
it  presume  to  condone  the  attitude 
held  by  many  self-seeking  majorities 
that  “might  is  right,”  when  its  own 
experience  in  a short  history  has 
taught  numbers  do  not  always  stand 
as  the  basis  for  determining  “right.” 

It  is  apparent  that  misunderstanding 
lies  at ’the  root  of  many  social  evils, 
including"  international  embarrass- 


ments, and  that  light  is  necessary  to 
make  clear  the  shadow  path  of  tran- 
quil intercourse  between  peoples 
divided  and  separated  by  artificial 
barriers  or  geographical  limitations. 

Irt  our  university  then,  of  all  places 
of  higher  learning,  the  interest  shown 
in  a practical  way  to  the  establishment 
of  a club  representing  the  ideals  of 
the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  inter- 
national Peace,  should  be  grounded  in 
a desire  to  contribute  actively  in 
attempt  to  foster  better  and  more 
amicable  relations  with  those  who  are 
of  another  race  or  nation. 

The  student  body  of  the  B.  Y.  U. 
profess  regard  for  religious  tolerance 
they  also  claim  to  accept  good  and 
beauty  from  whatever  source  they  may 
come.  Here  then,  is  a test  of  its 
spirit — to  encourage  a movement  in- 
stituted for  the  amelioration  of  present 
international  differences.

While  the  Wyoming  cowboys  were 
spoiling  the  Cougars’  Homecoming 
day,  the  two  other  state  universities 
were  scoring  admirable  victories,  es- 
pecially that  of  Utah  Aggies  over  the 
Colorado  Aggies,  the  pre-game  favor- 
ite, 6-0, 

The  one  and  outstanding  consola- 
tion the  Mormons  can  glean  from  the 
somewhat  disappointing  season  just 
past,  is  the  third  straight  victory  of  the 
Ott  Romney  men  over  Brother  Dick 
Romney’s  Aggies.  The  Aggies  of  up 
state  have  gone  through  a schedule  of 
six  conference  games  with  but  this  one 
defeat  although  some  scribes  are  out 
with  the  statement  that  the  Utah  Ags 
have  not  mired  into  any  serious  op- 
position as  yet,  besides  that  they  met 
in  their  one  defeat. 

Observations  seem  to  show  that, 
outside  of  Utah  university,  all  the  teams 
of  the  confererice  are  fairly  well  match- 
ed with  the  possible  exception  of  two 
or  three  teams,  Colorado  Mines,  Mon- 
tana State  and  possibly  Western 
States  college  balancing  Utah  from 
the  other  end  of  the  conference  ladder. 
Colorado  college  did  a commendable 
bit  of  work  against  Utah  as  did  Colo- 
rado university  in  the  latter  half  of 
their  game,  but  Utah  was  not  click- 
ing against  either  of  these  teams  like 
they  were  against  Colorado  Aggies 
and  Brigham  Young. 

Colorado  college  also  pulled  excep- 
tionally close  games  out  of  the  fire 
with  Colorado  Teachers  college  9-7; 
and  Denver  university,  playing  with- 
out the  watchful  eye  of  Coach  Jeff 
Cravath,  was  humbled  9-2.  Denver 
barely  nosed  out  Colorado  Teachers 
early  in  the  season  as  did  Wyoming, 
and  when  Brigham  Young  came  along 
the  law  of  averages  was  with  the 
Greeley  lads  so  they  were  awarded  the 
verdict  6-0.  Then  the  Cougars  came
